wo EVIDENCE OF BUSINESS PROSPERITY. 

, ..The aggregate amount paid by life insurance companies to policy- 
holders who lapsed or surrendered their policies fell considerably below 
the 1915 record, indicating an improvement in general business conditions. 

The amount returned to policyholders in dividends (premium sav- 
ings) advanced largely, indicating the increased economies of manage- 
ment and improved conditions in other directions from which come contri- 
butions to the divisible surplus. ; 

The increase in the policy loan account was almost negligible, as 
shown by the combined figures of companies whose operations cover more 
than 90 per cent. of the business transacted by American companies. In 
other words, the aggregate loans on policies increased only $1,851,190 in 
1916, against an increase in 1915 of more *han $34,000,000, and an increase 
in 1914 of nearly $68,000,000. 

No more conclusive facts, indicative of general prosperity, can be 
brought forward than the reduction in the amount of life insurance poli- 
cies surrendered for present cash values and the smaller volume of bort- 
rowings from life insurance companies on life insurance policies as col- 
lateral. A continuance of 1916 conditions would undoubtedly show the 
policy loan account greatly reduced at the end of 1917, but that result 
cannot now be predicted, as the effects of the war remain to be deter- 


mined.

DEMAND FOR LIFE INSURANCE IS BEYOND ALL PRECEDENT. 


Nineteen sixten was the greatest year in the history of life insurance 
in the United States as regards the amount of new business written. In 
Canada also the new issues exceeded the 1915 totals and approached 

- closely to the biggest life insurance year the Dominion has known. In 
the two countries $4,500,000,000 of new business was -written, about 
$4,270,000,000 in the United States and #23},000,000 in Canada. 


So far in 1917 the demand for life insurance has been beyond all pre- 
cedent, Reports to ‘‘The Insurance Press’’ from a large number of com- 
panies, including the largest corporations, show increased writings of 
30.96 per cent. during the first five months of the year. Reports froin 
the same companies show that, the new life insurance written in May, 1917, 
was 32,30 per cent. greater than in May, 1916. If a ratio of gain of 31 
per cent, holds good during the remaining 7 months of the year as an 
average for all companies tho 1917 record for new business in the United 
States will exceed $5,895,000,000, in’ comparably the greatest ‘gain ever 
recorded, 


The increasing demand for life insurance is wholly normal and is 
bosed upon the intelligence of ihe public. A life insurance statistician is 
authority for the statement that 87 per cent. of all estates left in the Unit- 
ed States consist solely of life insurance, 


When one considers that nearly $25,000,000,000 of life insurance con- 
tracts were in force in the United States at the end of 1916, and $1,400,- 
*000,000 in Canada, in level premium companies alone, the obligations im- 
posed upon the managements of life insurance companies assume some- 
thing like the dimensions of the obligations imposed upon nations by their 
war debts, with the difference that the rules under which life insurance 
obligations will progress to maturity, and be paid, are predetermined with 
mathematical accuracy. Managed by able men, audited and supervised 
at frequent intervals by commissioners appointed for that purpose, the 
security of life insurance, as a provision for the future, is as near absolute 
as anything humah can be. 


Fraternal orders are still struggling to maintain their solvency. 
These associations were called upon to disburse a much larger sum in 
1916 than in 1915, which they obtained mainly by rate increases.

Group insurance plans increased their popularity, many notable 
transactions being recorded in large industrial plants. Monthly in-

3 INSURANCE FOR ARMY AND NAVY. 


The plan of the United States Government to cover the casualties of 
war, in the Army and Navy, through a system of insurance—possibly as 
a complete substitute for the pension system—demonstrates how vital a 
place the insurance principle has in human affairs. Life insurance was 
practically undeveloped at the time of the Civil War; its employment as 
a means of indemnifying the dependents of war heroes was probably not 
even considered. Now it may come to pass that the insurance method 
will displace the pension method and that the United States will be the 
Treasury Department will submit to Congress an insurance measure 
first nation in the world to make the change.

Leniency to Defaulters 

The other matter brought forward 
by Ald. Bellamy had reference to leni- 
ency being extended to tax defaulters 
who really were making an endeavor 
to meet their liabilities in this direc- 
tion. Ald, Bellamy’s suggestions not 
only included the suspension of sink- 
ing fund payments during the time of 
stress as a means of relief, but chiefly 
that arrangements should be made 
whereby delinquent tax-payers could 
pay off their liabilities on the instai 
ment plan.

Two dollars and forty cents per 
bushel has been fixed by order- 
in-council as the highest price that 
wan be asked or paid for wheat in 
Canada. Canadian farmers are 
forbidden by the Government to 
export wheat to the United States. 
Canadian millers have neither 
been forbidden to export flour to 
the United States nor to boost 
prices in Canada out of all rela- 
tion to the price they pay for 
wheat. Whatever the purpose, the 
effect of this regulation of the 
farmer without regulation of the 
miller has been to force the farmer 
| to sell his wheat in Canada or not 
jat all, at such prices as the Cana- 
dian millers and dealers may agree 
among themselves to force him to 
accept, and to leave the Canadian 
consumer as conipletely at the 
mercy of the millers as he 
has ever been. The Canadian 
farmer is forbidden by law to 
ask or accept for his wheat 
any price within forty cents 
of the price that is being paid for 
similar wheat across the line; he 
is obliged in fact to accept any 
price the Canadian millers may 
see fit to fix for wheat which 
must be sold in Canada or not at 
;all; and he has the poor consola- 
} tion of knowing that the consum- 
er gets no benefit either by law or 
in practice from the sacrifice im- 
posed upon him, Either a maxi- 
mum price should be put on flour 
or the maximum price should be 
taken off wheat.

Championship Matches Ensily Made in Old Days. 
To arrange a championship match in these days is a matter 
for much deliberation and ostentation. The managers and press 
agente of the champion and challenger are busy for months before 


the grat event. 

t is refreshing to compare old time methods with those now 
in vogue, and to do so one has to turn back to 116 years ago today, 
Aug. 18, 1802. Jem Belcher was then the nero champion 
of England. He had defeated all the big men of the ring of his day, 
including Joe Berks, whom he had licked twice. At the particular 
time he had a clear siate and was Lenoga | it easy, with no matches 
in sight. On this August day Belcher, then only twenty-one years 
old, was enjoying himself at the Camberwell Fair. While strolling 
about the grounds he came upon a little crowd of men listening 
to the harangue of a man whom Jem recognized as Joo Berks, 
the big butcher-pugilist he had twice fought and defeated. Berks 
had been drinking, and was loudly asserting that he could and would 
thrash Belcher at the first opportunity. Jem, hearing this, pushed 
hia way through the crowd and asked Berks what he meant by 
making such. statements. Berks answered that he was a man of 
his word and in order to prove it he challenged Belcher right then 
and there, Now, although Jem was champion, he wasn't inclined to 
let such a challenge pass and the men and their followers adjourned 
immediately to the bowling green back of the Cook Tavern and pre- 
pared to have it out. Both men took off their coats and without 
any further preliminaries rushed at each other. Jem landed a blow 
on Berk’s face and another on his ear and Berks went down, There 
was a great outcry, Berks’ followers claiming that he was too 
drunk to fight, and demanded a postponement of the contest to the 
following day. Belcher consented and on the next day Joe Berka, 
now quite sober, faced Belcher in the ring to fight for the cham- 
pionship. Belcher, of course, had everything to lose and nothing 
to gain, but he was a fighter and not a financier, and he took the 
chance and fought “for love,” although a few sporting men volun- 
tarily raised a purse. 

In this fight Joe Berks adopted his usual rushing tactics and 
several times Belcher was floored by the impact, but when the 
tenth round had been fought Berks was so badly battered that he 
was ready to throw up the sponge, if his seconds had permitted 
him to do it. They forced him to go on until in the fourteenth 
round Berks was knocked down and was unable to get up. Thus 
Belcher maintained his title to the championship and the sum he 
got for doing it was $160. Say what you like, they were better 
sports in those days,

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Vegreville Fair Attracts Attention 
In Progressive District of Alberta

Second Day Sees Grounds Crowded—Exhibits Remarkable 
For Quality—Full List of Prize Winners in 
Extended Number of Classes. 


Vegreville, Aug. 16, 1917.—The an- 
nual show of the Vegreville agricul- 
tural society was held Tuesday and 
Wednesday, and on the whole was 
quite a success, Though there were 
not as many entries as last year, some 
of the exhibits were much better. The 
attendance on Wednesday was good, 
placing the fifteenth exhibition in the 
best of shape. 

It was regretted that, through other 
fairs being held the same day there 
Was not the usual large exhibit in 
horses, cattle, sheep and swine, Dut 
the judges pronounced it ‘‘very good,” 
and this is more appreciated through 
the fact that all were tocal animals. 

Of poultry there was a full house, 
a number of the birds having to be 
shown outside the regular space, and 
in some instances the contest was 
keen, 

There was not a large showing of 
grain in the sack, but that in the sheaf 
was excellent. A nice exhibit of peas 
on the vine was included. The 
grasse# were also creditable, A col- 
lection of wild seeds in phials and of 
woods in cases attracted attention, 

The lettuce entries had the largest 
individual heads ever seen, one meas- 
uring over 18 inches across; and the 
cauliflower, winter radish, potatoes, 
turnips, beets and carrots were large 
and clean, in fact the whole vegetable 
display would be hard to beat for this 
seasun, Mention must be made of an 
exceedingly fine entry of good sized 
clean tomatoes, and some cucumbers, 
showing what cultivation along this 
line will do, 

The fruit in jars could not be beaten 
as to quality, although there was not 
a great quantity, aid the flowers, 
especially in the’gut class, were fine. 

In bread and batter the display was 
limited, but to a hungry man It look- 
ed good and was pronounced so by 
those whuv had judged it. Dairy ex- 
hibits were double that of last year, 

As usual there was a large collec- 
tion of ladies’ and girls’ work, the 
judges, in seyeral instances, being 
hard pressed to decide as to the rib- 
bons, and some of the exhibits were 
pronounced difficult to beat.

TRACTOR USED DAY AND NIGHT 
ON JAS. DULY’S FARM NEAR CITY; 
HAS 100 HEAD LIVE STOCK ALSO 


Jas. Daly Used Gas Tractor To Cultivate 480 


Harrows, Secds, Grades Road, Hauls Two Binders And 
Operates Thresher—Electric Light Used At Night. 


The modern method of. providing 
power for farm machines by means 
two fine frame barns on the farrm. 
of a tractor issued on the farm of Jas, 
Duly, ten miles northeast of the city, 
where a tractor has been used to cul- 
tivate 480 acres of which 50 acres 
was new breaking. The tractor pulled 
two 4-horse disks and one 4-horse 
harrow, or a three furrow gang plow 
and a harrow. Though the season 
was late in starting, lost time was 
more than made up by working the 
machinery twenty-four hours in the 
day during seeding, and if necessary 
the same thing can be done in har- 
vest. The steering device is almost 
automatic and an electric headlight 
has current supplied by dry cells, The 
tractor runs almost as well at night 
as in the day time, 

Tractor Needs No Hay. 

He has found it necessary to use 
the tractor for pulling’ the mower, but 
the tractor does nc need an extra 
reserve supply of hay to sustain it 
during the winter months. During the 
harvest it is proposed to attach the 
tractor to two binders hitched tandem 
style. Drivers can change shifts and 
the binder kept busy as long as the 
grain is fit to cut. 

After the grain is cut, the tractor 
will be used to provide power for the 
thresher, and to haul the thresher 
from setting to setting, The elevator 
is only a mile or two from the Duly 
farm, so the grain will be hauled to 
the elevator at the time of threshing. 


The tractor will not be used to haul 
the grain tanks, for it will be busy 
threshing at the time, 

However, the tractor has heen 
used to haul the grader and 


help 
make the road good, so that heavier 
loads of grain can be hauled by the 
teams. The tractor not only pulls the 
grader at a steady rate of speed, but 
it also helps to make a better road on 
account of the wider tires.

From 1720 
to 1780 members of the ship-bullding 
eraft in Boston formed a ‘Caulkers' 
Club,” one of the earliest, if not the 
first, trades union to be started = in 
North America, Its proceedings, like 
those of all early trades unions, were 
invested with strict secrecy and in 
as these combinations, 
whether of masters or of men, were 
viewed with suspicion and summarily 
against on the ground of 
conspiracy of trade, the most innocu- 
ous of Caulkers’ conclaves was large 
with possibilities in the expectant im- 
aginations of the caulkers seems to 
have anticipated other crafts in the

WEALTH IN WOOL 


Alberta Sheep Breeder Aims To 
Make World Look Here For 
Olassy Breeding Stock. 


and one- 


R. C. Harvey, Canada's leading 
sheep breeder, has 260 pure bred 
sheep now on théir way from Eng- 
land, for which he paid $37,250. When 
this lot arrives, Mr. Harvey will have 
paid close to $100,000 for pure bred 
stock with which to breed up his 
flocks. The shipments from England 
is said to be the most expensive ever 
made by any single Canadian breeder, 

During the past five years he has 
developed a great interest in breed- 
ing up his flocks. His idea is to de- 
velop a highly bred cross which will 
have both wool and mutton qualities, 
and at the same time the wool tex- 
ture and the constitution to stand 
the western Canada climate. 

A few years ago he brought in sev- 
eral hundred Ramboullet ewes. At 
the ‘Frisco World's Fair he bought 
some prize winning Romneys. By 
crossing the two breeds he has de- 
veloped an animal that suits the Al- 


Recently he placed an order with 
Patrick, the Iderton, Ont., breeder, 
to secure 250 pure bred ewes and 10 
pure bred rams of the Romney Marsh 
breed, in Kent, England, as they were 
not available in the United Siates and 
Australian breeders would not sel! 
them. For the ewes he pays $125 
each and for the rams $600 each. 

Mr. Harvey's pure bred stock this 
year sheared from 15 to 20 pounds, 
and wool is now quoted at 65 to 70 
cents, so he thinks it is worth while 
to spend the money to get quality 
stuff. This fall he has 500 ram lambs 
of the Romney-Ramboullet cross 
which were dropped in February and 
March. 

It ts his ambition to make the whole 
world look to Alberta for high class 
sheep.—Lethbridge Herald. 


HAY AND PASTURE 


The hay and pasture problem can 
be solved. On Chris. Johnston's 
homestead along the Peace River trail, 
about six miles north of the Athabasca, 
there ts proof of this. Several patches 
of alsike clover have sprung up from 
the seed of a freighter’'s hay. Last 
fall this clover was green and luscious 
for three weeks after all the native 
grasses were frozen down. This spring 
there was good pasturage a month 
before the native grasses were avail- 
able. If this can be done by a vol- 
unteer crop, surely better results can 
be gained by careful preparation. It 
would mean that the pasture season 
would be lengthened six weeks.— 
Athabasca Herald. 


| Today We Celebrate | 
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The Tragedy of Finland 

Recent despatches from Russia 
have told of the desire of the Finnish 


people, ae expressed through their 
diet, to separate themselves from 
Russia afid re-establish the inde- 
pendence which was torn from them 


more than 15 years ago today. Av 
these lines are written she may have 
gone a step further in her fight for 
freedom and independence, which is 
opposed by revolutionary § Ruaesia. 
The dominatjon of Russia over Fin- 
land, especially under the Czars, 
forms one of the darkest tragedies of 
history. This domination began 174 
years ago today, Aug. 18, 1743, when 
Sweden ceded a part of the northern 
country to the emptre of the reign- 
ing Czar, Thirty years before this 
time Russia had occupied Finland but 
was forced to give it up after seven 
years. Russia awaited a favorable 
opportunity to annex the country 
once more, and the opportunity came 
in 1741, when the Hats, ugainst the 
wishes of King Frederick of Sweden, 
made war on Russia, As a_ result 
Sweden had to conclude the shame- 
ful peace of Abo, Aug. 18, £743, and 
give up eastern Finland. Peter the 
Great had already conquered the pro- 
vince of Wyborg, and from that time 
on Finland has borne the Russian 
yoke, which was only partly lightened 
by the overthrow of the Czar, and 
through the greater liberality of the 
present government, Sweden made 
several attempts to recover her lost 
provinces, but all failed, and in 1809 
Charles XII of Sweden concluded 
@ peace with Russia by which all Fin- 
land came under the Czar's rule. 

Although they inhabit a land so far 
north that winter lasts from seven to 
nine months, and the sun is absent 
during December and January, and 
although they have been oppressed 
for. more than a century ard a half 
and have often been subjected to terri- 
ble famines, the Finns have maintain- 
ed a high state of culture, democracy 
and civilization. The Finns compare 
favorably, both in intellect and type, 
with any people of Europe, and their 
spirit has never been broken. 

Every Czaz of Russia, for a century, 
has taken « solemn oath to uphold 
the grand duchy of Finland and has 
Hed in his heart as he pronounced the 
words, In 1905 ‘the recently deposed 
Czar, becauso of internal troubles 
and the Russo-Japaneso war, restore:t 
and confirmed Finland's liberty, and 
for a little apace the umhappy tand 
knew the blessings of free paria- 
mentary government. Not long after 
ward, however, the newly born liber- 
tles were once more curtailed and 
persecutions resumed with added bit- 
terness, 

All of this, of course, changed with 
the downfall of Nicholas II. The 

inns now enjoy as much liberty as 
any other Russians, Still these sturdy 
people want to know themselves en- 
tirely independent once more, and to 
this enfl have declared their intention

Somewhere, July 6, 1917. 

Well, here | am at last—in the place 
that all soldiers are supposed to be.

Of course 
that is comparatively spenking, To me 
it is all new and therefore every little 
thing is of interest. So far I have en-

One 
would think the authorities would 
force them into a safer place, but 
there they are, apparently serene and 
nappy, standing amidst ruin and 
desolation, the better part of the house 
lying in the dust and the remainder 
patched up with anything available—

Sang Froid of Transport Drivers

The last two miles led 
across a plain which has been trench- 
ed, wired and shelled for further or- 
ders, The German positions here had 
been shelled so that the ground was 
full of holes and in places the trench 
itself was pounded out o2 all recogni- 
tion. So much for the power of our 
artillery fire. After a mile of this we 
came to battalion headquarters and 
got our 24 hours rations. I carried 
company heacquarter’s rations —ua 
mere 75 pounds—for about half a 
mile throuch a twisting, turning com- 
munication trench. In places we had 
to get down and crawl through tun- 
nels. The machine guns could now 
be heard plainly like so many pneu- 
matic hammers, and the country was 
Alight with flares. Although quite a 
number of shells were flying, our posi- 
tion was taken over without a single 
accident, 

In Cellar of Ruined House 

We signallers have a dandy vlace in 
the cellar of a ruined house. There 
are really two cellars under the house 
—one ut each end—which have been 
joined up by a low tunnel. Our window 
is a shell hole in the bricks, while the 
door leads to a brick stairway. The 
Germans were here before us, as they 
left their signal wire up and I found 
a German paper and sonie other junk 
lying around, Only three of us com- 
pany signallers are here this trip and 
we work three hour shifts. We havea 
big mattress on the floor and three 
overcoats keep two of us quite warm 
and comfy. The bursting shells don't 
keep me awake at all, Rations and 
water come up after dark and there 
is always plenty to eat. This morning 
1 lit the brazier and warmed the beans 
and bacon, and made tea and toast. | 
‘They supply milk and sugar, too. Be | 
lieve me, we live in style. There is a 
big patch of strawberries in the vicin- 
ity and it only takes a minute to pick | 
a quart—also cherries and red cur- 
rents grow in abundance—in some- 
one’s back yard. Right in front of our 
cellar there is an old garden full of 
large yellow bell-like flowers, Last 
nicht just before turning in I picked 
pe bunch and ninced them en our table 
in a brass shell case. Verily we are 
classy! 

T spent most of the afternoon yes- 
ferday watching the effects of shell 
fire on a big coal tipple about a mile 
away. Apparently the Germans 
thought we had an O.P. there, and 
had there been, he sure would have 


made it hot for them. There were 
four direct hits and lots more very 


close. 
Followed By Sound. 

The progress of a big shell can be 
followed by the sound it makes—like 
a@ sky rocket on a large scale One 
@an seek cover after a big shrapnel 
shell bursts, but the little whiz bangs 
get your goat, they come so fast. This 
morning I was standing outside when 
a big shell burst quite a piece away. 
IT did not pay much attention until a 
piece hit the wall beside me, and then

Close here is a sniper’s post, «a most 
ingenious and safe contrivance, made 
of three layers of steel, and haviag six 
loop-holes, It is round and = only 
about three feet high, mounted on a 
concrete base and is reached by a 
steel ladder from the dugout under- 
neath, One could fill « box car with 
souvenirs from here, but they are all 
too cumbersome for me. 
Most of Originals Gone. 

This battalion was recruited in Cal- 
gary quite some time ago and most of 
the originals are gone, There are 
drafts, or men, from about six batta- 
lions in it now, including 137th, 151st, 
175th, 187th and 202nd.
